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FROTH ON THE WATERS OF LEARNING 



The deep wajters of the spring flood sweeping down • ihc 
river to the, ocean benr with them in the swift moving current 
trunks of uprooted trees, bridges and great vessels. Yet despite the 
seemingly irresistible power of the flood, small sticks and refuse 
car)* upon its surface dance up and down with the waves for a short 
while, then thrown aside become lodged in some little inlet or sink 
Jo the bottom of some whirling eddy and are seen no more. Un- 
changed, the river continues its course on to the ocean. 

In every college there is a class of students which bears a 
strong resemblance to the froth on the surface of the water. It 
seems |to be cast upon the university as refuse which cannot bo 
tolerated by the outside world. It makes a splash as it is thrown in, 
it dances in the sunlight for a time, and enjoys a period of longed 
for publicity, only to be disgorged by a revolted public or calmly 
sidetracked into a stagnant inlet, where it lies water-logged, a 
'monumental example of the folly of superficiality, of the failure to 
rgrasp the coat-tails of a progressive world 1 and hang on. 

These students call themselves the intellectual elite of the 
university. Posing as infallible, critical, authorities on art, music and 
literature they tear to pieces (the productions of past and present, 
and viewing the ruins at their feet swell with pride at the fruits of 
ïlhcir handiwork ; The art of crijticism, they have never learned, is 
appreciation and not destruction. Superior to the ordinary run of 
students jthey stand aloof from the world, and scoff at the faeble 
efforjts of misguided fools. Nor is their scoffing constructive, but 
merely the overflow of cynicism arising from an unappreciated 
conceit. They sometimes try to write, and in a glorious flood of 
words blare forth to the world the limitations oLthciiL.,meii)tal 
"equipment. Under a catching title elegantly but none the Icss-.truly 
is:drawn the unfolding picture of a conscious ego. . . ! 

Transparent though they be, and doomed inevitably to be 
,*.os»ed- aside by an impatient world they are a drawback to everv 
university. Continually thrusting themselves before the public eye 
and posing as the intellectual elite they are stumbling blocks in the 
path of (true progress. In all universities there are students who arc 
sincere in thsir search for the ultimate realities of life, the good, the 
true, and the beautiful, who realize that a true understanding of 
aijt, literature and philosophy can be obtained only through honest 
effort. To these it is a hindrance to be classed with a multitude 
whose search is purely superficial and not sincere. 

The appreciation of beauty requires training; the arrival at 
tr.uth demands though, both of which mean time and effort. And 
many students are sacrificing much for the advancement of true 
culjture in the university, and it is to these hard working ones that 
credit is due, not to those others who stand apart and inflict upon 
a long-suffering student body a tiresome succession of words with- 
out wisdom.

In the !as; issue of the Literary 
Supplement; there was nn article writ- 
ten by Col. Movcy telling of tho two 
Corporations responsible for the well 
being of our University. McGlll Uni- 
versity, a purely educational body 
and the Royal Institution for the ad- 
vancement '•( learning, which consists 
ni our Hoard of governors. 

The latter body was established by 
nil Act of tho Provincial Parliament 
of Lower Canada In 1801, by another 
Inter act being made a corporation. 
It was to this body ttiàt -lame.; Mo 
Gill bequeathed his land and property 
upon condition that |t establish "a 
University or a College for the pur- 
poses of education—, and that one of

"there slw.ll bo established from this 
timo one College, at the least, for 
the education of youth and students 
In the Arts and Faculties, to conti- 
nue forever and that the first Col- 
lege to be erected thereon shall he 
called 'McGlll College'". In other 
words, students of the Faculty of 
Arts have thsflprlvileKC as Dcan Mnc- 
kay remarked at tho Arts Banquet 
of saying they attend McGill College 
of McGill University. 

It has been suggested thai the 
name of the Arts Faculty be changed 
to be tho Faculty of McGlll College 
n dignified name It may rightly claim 

Some twenty years ago n curious 
nnd, as is now apparent, amusing In- 
cident took place when a petition 
was drn.wn up to have our Univer- 
sity incorporated as the University 
of Montreal. This petition was 
thrown out. because Laval Univer- 
sity was at the time considering the 
adoption of the name which It later 
took.

Student., will not 
support a literary publication the 
size of tho Baylor Towers. But they 
may support a literary publication 
of four to six pages, about half as 
large as the Dally Lariat (Baylor's 
College Daily). The Dally Lariat 
invi'es comment on such a plan.

"There are three, kinds of Ik-s," said 
Mark Twain- "plain lies, damn lies, 
and statistics." When the New York 
Times editorial, quoted in an adjacent 
column, shows by repeated examples 
that college graduates do not furnish 
nine out of every ten leaders in so- 
ciety, It is not to be Inferred that this 
excellent journal hat' gone over to the 
opposition. H Is safe to hazard the 
guess thai Jf the New York Times had 
a son. it would send him to college. 
What. the Times does assert is that 
Mr. Albert E, Wlggam hay played with 
hi: figures and got the answer he 
wanted, but. like Goldberg's famous 
Bughouse Fables, they don't mean 
anything. 

The Times condemns the- current 
tendency t'> overestimate the value of 
a college degree. A gencrul slopplncss 
of thought uses the terms "college 
ruduate" and "educated man" as 
identities. In many instances they 
are the same, but not always. And 
never arc they related as cause and 
effect. A college degree attests to 
nothing more than an extraordinary 
opportunity to become educated. It Is 
post facto evidence that for a pre- 
scribed number of years a man has 

be> n subjected to unusual mental and

spiritual stimuli. That is all. Whether 
he has responded in proportion to his 
capacity is an entirely different ques 
tlon, but this is the significant, ques 
lion whiali determines whether a 
man's college degree Is something for 
lilm to be proud of or aHhamcd of. 

"Man Is endogenous- and education 
is his unfolding," said Bmorson. If 
proof were needed that education la 
not the same thing as college -training 
per se, tho Times has given It l n an 
Imposing enumeration of untutored 
genius. Who will deny that those are 
the names of educated men? Tfct 
their college degrees are all honorary 
bestowed in recognition of achieve- 
ment. Without the opportunities of 
college training, they rose to heights 
the average college graduate never 
ascends. The simple truth Is Hi at 
college cannot give a man genius 
seriousness of mind and determination 
of purpose, A. man must bring those 
to his task. Perhaps the greatest scr 
vice a college can do Is to awaken the 
man whoso altitude is: "Here I am 
Edudale mo If you . can." — litirvard
